(600 for specialists); complete clinical hours, and ambulance field experience as
necessary to meet patient contact requirements; and, successfully complete a
state written and practical exam.

Forty-eight hours of continuing education are required biennally for certification
renewal as well as having a current course completion card in CPR. The
requirement for specialists is 60 hours.
